edze of men and manners remarkabiy extculive. 
When be was of an age, at which time many are povi- 
cee at fchool, one ofthe fir characters in Freree, 
who had with wonder witnefled the valk comed of 
of nis underftanding, ina letter to a friend Giles him a 
phenomenon | ' 

Hie was one of thofe few who are able te unite, 
vith a life of diffipation, literary purtuite, aud deep re- 
fearches inte the nature of government, law of nations, 
and the relative interefts of the powers of Eurepe. 
His ambition prompt him, at the æra of revolucion, 
and his fuperior abilities enabled him, to take the Jead 
in framing the new conftitution, and overturning the 
old fyfem. 

The following anecdote of M, de Mirabeau, will 
be the fureft trait we can give of his moral chaste, 
It is original, but univerfally known to every pafon 
acquainted with the French court. 

M.de Mirabeau, was the fon of count de Miratseor, 
a man of learning and perfectly wellbred, bit net ye- 
markable for ghe feverity of his morais.

It is hereby further enaied, That if this ftate fhall 
be allowed but two reprefentatives in congrefs, that 
then and in fuch cafe, the counties of Bennington, 
Rutland, Addifon and Chittenden be, and they are 
hereby formed into one entice diftriG for the purpofe 
aforefaid, And that the counties of Windham, W ind- 
for and Orange be and they are hereby formed into 
une entire diltrit for the purpofe aforefaid, 

It is hereby further enacted, That the governor of 
this ftate for the time being be, and he is hereby em- 
powered and directed, upon his receiving official ine 
formation that this ftate is admitted into union ando 
the number of reprefentatives by whom this ftate is to 
be reprefentedin the congrefs of the united ftates, to 
iflue his writs of ele€tion, to the firft conftable or fe- 
lectmen in each town in the feveral diftriGs, requir- 
ing them to warn the freemen of their refpective 
towns, in the fame manner as is directed by law for 
warning freemen’s meetings, to meet on fuch day as 
the governor fhall appoint, and at the place ufual for 
holding freemen’s meetings in their refpective towns, 
and which meeting fhall be governed as is by law di- 
rected for the government of freemen’s mectings, and 
the freemen when met fhall proceed to bring in their

ing it into very bad cheefe, ag they would then be to 

make it into that which is very good, es 
Much depends upon having a portion of falt petre 
ufed with common falt in falting the cheefe :-=If the 
latter is only ufed, anda quantity fufficient to keep 

the cheefefweet is putin, the'cheefe is apt to be ver 

hard, and to have a biting difagreeable tafte; but if 
not fo much is taken, then, when the cheefe is drying 
a putrid fermentation comes on, :and the cheele {wells 
up much in the middle, often till it-is twice: as thick 
asit was before, JE the cheefe fhould now be cut it}
